escaping. He closed the valves, and 
was fleeing from the building when 
there came a second explosion which 
threw him to the floor and buried him 
under an iron beam.

Greece on Rome"—Rome owed more 
to Greece In literature .than in any- 
other field. While Roman literature 
acked the brilliant imagery and del- 
icate beauty that characterized the 
books of the great Greek writers, it 
was nevertheless one of the truly 
great literatures. 
It had preserved 


many of the Greek 
writings 
that 


would otherwise have been lost, and

Some of 
l:is predecessors had endeavored to ex- 
terminate the new reli.siovis cult known 
as Christianity, and Claudius believed 
that lie could do what they had.not ac- 
complished.

in the business Claudius resolved to be- 
frin at the top. In the year 270, v/licn 
this mutter happened, it was not the 
fashion to entertain opinions which 
•wore in conflict with rhosp of the su- 
preme authority, whether lawfully con- 
stituted or not. Valentine. Christian 
bishop, did not conform to this con- 
ventionality, and most serious of all in 
Ibo eyes of the self made despot was 
the fact that the aged ecclesiastic, who 
must have been a wit as well as a bish- 
op, hud been making comparisons pub- 
licly between Claudius and the well 
known author of all evil—comparisons, 


' indeed, in which the emperor did not 


appear at an advantage. Claudius sent 
for Valentine.
